WORK; RESURFACING WILL START IN FALL

Basis for negotiations which may end a squabble between the 
City Council and the Pacific Electric Railway over what route 
their buses should take within the city was laid at a meeting 
of the Council last Saturday. 

R. O. Christiansen, general passenger agent for P.E., appeared 
before the council to plead “nolo contendere.” 

“I didn’t know there was a disagreement,” he said. “But what¬ 
ever it is, I think it can be worked out in conference or where- 
ever you say.” 

Councilman Herman Barter said that the point of contention 
over the routing of the buses should be resolved through dis¬ 
cussions. 

At the previous Council meeting. Barter pointed out that a 
temporary ordinance was passed last June so that the P.E. buses, 
which operate during off-peak hours, could make a left-hand 
turn from Sierra Madre. Boulevard into the station’s “front yard” 
in the square. 

is He pointed out that in making the end-of-line “loop” the buses 
ir- use Monteclto avenue, one of Sierra Madre’s biggest "problem 
3n streets.” 

And besides that. Barter said, this routing to the end of the 
line was to have been for only 60 days. He suggested that buses 
proceed down Sierra Madre Boulevard to Mountain ’Trail and 
then north to Highland Avenue. Buses thus would make a stop 
directly in front of the station only when Inbound. 

Christiansen declared that a stop in front of the station on both 
trips was for the convenience of passengers and that it was the 
policy of the company to make end-of-line “loops” as small as 
possible. He said that if buses proceeded down Sierra Madre 
Boulevard, passengers could be dropped off there, but they could 
inidn gh picked up on Inbound trips.

Chem¬ 
ical studies have shown, he 
says, that In the early leaf 
stages poison oak contains 
more protein than even the 
most nourishing grasses and it 
maintains satisfactory protein 
levels throughout the growing 
season. Unfortunately most parents, 
animals such as cattle, sheep, 
and goats browse very little 
on that plant, but horses feed 
greedily upon the green foli¬ 
age and tender shoots with no 
ill effects. The poison oak 
leaves do no damage to their 
digestive tracts, and not the 
slightest blister appears on 
mouth, nose, eyes, and the 
other tender parts of their 
faces.

The major cause of the 
smog which sometimes rolls in 
on Sierra Madre and other 
areas of Los Angeles County, 
and a solution for that phase 
of the problem, was announ¬ 
ced by Air Pollution Control 
Director Louis C. McCabe in a 
report to the Board of Super¬ 
visors this week. 

The haze which begins soon 
after sunrise and moves north¬ 
east over the county, “is very 
likely due” to the formation of 
sulfuric acid mist through the 
effect of sunlight on sulfur 
dioxide, which is largely re¬ 
leased into the air by oil re¬ 
fineries, chemical plants and 
oil-burning industries, Dr, Mc¬ 
Cabe said. 

Refineries Great Source 

The great bulk of the sulfur 
compounds in the atmosphere 
—estimated by the petroleum 
Industry to total 822 tons dally 
—emanates from the refiner¬ 
ies, according to their own fig¬ 
ures, the smog director declar¬ 
ed. Gasoline burned in auto¬ 
mobiles accounts for 22 tons 
of sulfur dioxide dally and 
the burning of Diesel oil for 12 
tons, the figures show. 

Dr. McCabe then proposed as 
as solution for this problem 
the obtaining of a surplus am¬ 
monia plant for Southern Call-

Just where city gas tax 
funds, most of which come di¬ 
rectly from the state, will be 
spent has not been decided. 
The council, which called Sat¬ 
urday’s meeting in order to 
find out, asked City Engineer 
Joseph Hurley to get going on 
a report so that work can get 
under way. Expenditures for 
each street must be established 
separately for submission to 
the state. 

The county’s road chief, O. F. 
Cooley, said the city would 
probably be able to save money 
on its street maintenance and 
get a better job. 

Cost of resurfacing with 
county crews will run from two 
to four cents a square foot. On 
big jobs, for which equipment 
would have to be rented, the 
city would have to pay out as 
much as 10 cents a foot if it 
did the job itself. 

Besides actual cost, the city 
will pay to the county a fee of 
15 per cent for overhead, Cooley 
said. 

Small repair jobs will con¬ 
tinue to be done by city work¬ 
men. 

If the cost analysis reports 
are prepared this month, major 
resurfacing jobs could begin 
before the first of November, it 
was pointed out. 

Cost of collecting tin cans 
and garbage will probably be 
increased by $240 a year. It 
was pointed out that the pri¬ 
vate contractor making the 
collections now has to pay $20 
a month for tin can dumping 
rights, a factor not taken into 
consideration when the con¬ 
tract—fixing the total collec¬ 
tion charge at $4200 a year— 
was signed.

3. The city has exceeded au¬ 
thority to legislate gnranted it 
by the Subdivision Map Act 
in that it seeks to define as a 
subdivision a division that is 
not so defined by the State.

Dear Sir; 

As you know, a number of interested citizens—as well as some 
of the National Guardsmen—are circulating a petition in town 
to request the City Council to reconsider its decision of the past 
week regarding a National Guard Armory. 

In the course of their efforts, they have come across a very 
small percentage of the residents who refused to sign. The 
reasons given, where reasons were forthcoming, ranged from 
minor misconceptions to major malicious falsehoods. The minor 
misconceptions are easily clarified, and I shall attempt to do so 
—but the malicious falsehoods are the more difficult to combat, 
and the more necessary to bring into the open so that they may 
be proven to be exactly what they are. 

The first and most prevalent has been "All National Guards¬ 
men are draft evaders.” I might point out the following: 

1. Over 50 per cent of the Sierra Madre Guardsmen are vet¬ 
erans, and so ineligible for the draft. 

2. Of the remainder, about 25 per cent are married, and so 
ineligible. 

3. And those others—the young men within draft age who 
have joined—have sworn a Federal oath of enlistment for 
three full years (not 21 months, as will the draftees.! 
They will, if trouble comes, be among the very first to go. 
Have we all forgotten Bataan so soon? ’They were Guards¬ 
men there—from Arizona and New Mexico and Ohio. 
Draft evaders? Tell that to the survivors! 

The second maliciousness—proclaimed publicly and loudly by 
a Sierra Madrean of high position locally—is that “the Guards¬ 
men are nothing but bums, anyhow.” 

Bums? Then let’s worry a good deal about the future of Sierra 
Madre—because a good cross-section of the city is in the Guard. 
Ranging in age from 17 to 42 years, they include home owners, 
fathers, husbands—^they can count among their number young 
men born and raised in town, graduates of Sierra Madre schools
